These are the days of big guns,. 


and yet no one can tell which has 
won in the mechanical and scientific 
race—the gun and its projectile or 
the defensive armor plate. The 15- 
inch gun turned out at the gun foun- 
dry at Washington is the best we 
have. It is 40 feet long, cost $100,- 


000, 
and $800 to fire its 1,000 pound 


projectile that will cover 13 miles. 


But these guns are led by one 


which will weigh when completed 
126 tons, forged at Bethlehem and 
now being finished at Watertown, IS. 
Y. It is intended to be placed on 
Homer Shoal, off Sandy Hook. From 
breech to muzzle this new gun meas- 
ures 49 feet, 2 inches, and its caliber 
is 10 inches. It is expected to be able 
to throw a shot weighing about 2,300 
pounds over 
ll> miles, the charge 


being nearly 1,000 pounds of powder. 
There will not be much war with the 
combatants 1(3 miles apart, but 
the 


range given indicates the frightful 
force with which the more than ton 
weight of its shot would strike a ship 
within easy reaching distance. It is 
said that a piercing projectile is a 
secondary matter with such a cannon, 
because the impact of the shot would 
smash to pieces any armor that a ship 
can carry. Incidentally it may be 
observed that the gun alone will have 
cost when finished $120,000, and that

That is shown in 
the liberal terms of the proclamation 
itself, by which the prize courts must 
be guided. 


It is noted also that the administra- 


tion has not been deterred by any crit- 
icism in congress from again formally 
pledging itself to the nations of the 
world to refrain from privateering and 
abide by the declaration of Paris of 
1S58. 


Secretary Sherman retired finally 


from the position of secretary of state, 
and his successor was confirmed in the 
person of Judge Day. Joseph Bassett 
Moore undoubtedly will be confirmed 
in Judge Day's place. The latter is ex- 
pected to return to Washington In 
about two days' time.
